tinned quokings that had prevailed 
from Iceland to the Medi lerrauean. 

This earthquake began at Massachu- 
setts wilh a roaring noise like that of 

thunder ; after a minute's continuation 

of this there came the lirsl seveie

The greatest earthquake Elial aver 

occurred in the United Stales was 
Confined to Kentucky, Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, and Tennessee, and is known 
01 " The earthquake of New Madrid." 
ll, began in ISll, and shocks coin m- 
ued nl varying intervals until March 
oil. ISC'. ' By it the (own of \oo 
Madrid, Mo., on the Mississippi, op- 
posite the Ken tuoky shore, was nun 



id. New Madrid had been founded 
some years before in the expectation 
of becoming a great city and the me 
tropolis of the Mississippi valley. 
Now it is nothing but a lonely \ il- 

Thi i it lupiake changed the 

whole face of the country on either 
side of the Mississippi River over on 
area extending from the Ohio River 

these hundred miles south. The 
ground rose and sank in great un 
dotations. Large lakes were formed 

and drained again. The surface of 
the earth burst open in great lissurcs. 

always trembling from the northeast 

to the southwest. These chasms 
were sometimes a half mile wide, 
and from them mud and water was 
■parted as high as the trees. The in- 
habitants), in lerror, tied from their 
homes, and some of them perished in 
the lissurcs. While OtheM WOT6 crush- 
ed by falling trees. The channel of 
lhe Mississippi was changed, and 
rivers flowed where there was dry 
land before. During these OOnvui 

sums the inhabitants distinguished 
two kinds of movements, the vertical 
and the horisontol, the latter being 

(led as far more desolating than 
lhe former. The section 
known as the " Sunk Country," and 
of the great earthquake are 

still there. In the low grounds lie 
the rolling trunks of trees thrown 
down by the convulsions.

Ion many buildings were thrown 
down, and throughout the country 
stone fences were thrown down, 
springs were Opened, and fish 
were killed and tloaied on lhe surface 

of the water. 

One of the greatest earthquakes 

v\i'v known was thai of t'alabi 
1878, in which it is computed thai al 
least 100,000 people perished, the city 
of Messina, in Sicily, being- alun 
tirely destroyed. The most disastrous 

of ail earthquakes on record was thai 
of 526 A.D., in Asia Minor, in which 
Gibbon computes 250,000 persons to 

have perished. The cilv I 
in Portugal, on the morning of Nov. 
ember 1. l?M, was visited by one of 
the most memorable earthquakes in 
history. There was a rumbling sound, 
immediately followed by the great 

shock, which threw down lhe larger 
portion of the city. The sea retired, 
leaving lhe bar dry, and returned in 
a minute as a great wave lifi j 

high. A part of the city was per- 
manently engulfed to the depth of 
sixl\ feel. Sixty thousand people 
perished in Ihe space of six minutes. 
The shock was felt in the Alps, in 
Sweden, m Bohemia and m Scotland ; 

the waters of U>oh Lomond suddenly 

wo feel, then fell below their 
usual level. 

There have been several 
earthquakes in the country. In Cali- 
fornia, in 1858-, an cart lupiake destroy- 
ed one of the Southern missions. 
That of March 'M. 1873, was ihe most 
severe known in thai country for 

many years, doing a gnat deal ol 

damage in San Francisco by cracking 
the walls of large buildings. In Ne

Indies are peculiarly subject lo earth- 
quakes. June 7. 1698, Port Royal, 
capital of Jamaica, was destroj 
three nnniiies.

The Minnesota School for the Deaf 
at Faribault opened its doors, Wednes- 
day, September 8th, to begin another 
school year, and when roll call was 

read In the chapel, Thursday morning, 
September Dili, 108 pupils responded. 
Some fifty or sixty are tardy ; but 
have beet) coming in every day. since 
the opening of school. Many changes 
met. our eyes on enttring the north 
wing. It formerly possessed two 
flights of stairs. So during the sum- 
mer, one flight was torn down and 
small rooms formed from the space it, 
yielded, The mo-it noticeable change 
inaugurated this term is the hours as- 
signed for menial, mechanical, physi- 
cal training. The number of pupils 
has increased so rapidly the past few- 
years, our school room accommodation 
has been somewhat taxed. Large 
classes have been a necessity, and our 
dormitories have been chuck full, if 
not crowded. This year half the pu- 
pils Will be in the shops, while the 
other half will be in the seho.d rooms, 
and the number of classes i H only 
one more than formerly, while two 
teachers less are employed. The order 
of the day for the present term will be 
as follows: Pupils rise at 6:80 am. 
Breakfast at 7 A..M , Chapel exeroises 
at 8:30 AM., Classes dismissed 11:15 
A.M., School and shops at 1 P.M , Clas- 
ses dismissed at 8:80 v.m Shop work 
closes al \ p.m. Boys from school go 
to the Gymnasium from 8:80 to 1:80 
p.m. Boys from shops go the Gym 
nasium from 4:80 to 5:;t0 v.y\ Even 
ing study from 7 to 8 PH, The order 
of classes iii the above arrangement is 
as follows. The pupils of 1st, 2nd, 
3rd. 4 111 and 8th classes attend school 

from 8:45 to 11:45 a.m. The 5th, 6th, 
7th classes attend school in the after- 
noon from 1 lo 1:80 p.m. The three 

younger classes, school both A M and 

p.m. The new arrangement is work 
ing admirably so far, and as lime ad 
ranees the prinoipal hopes to be better 

able to classify the pupils and raise 
the standard of results both in the 
school and shop work.
